14), and was to await them at Ath- 
ens. While he waited he looked the 
city over and fpund It wholly given 
to idolatry (v. 16). This was no 
idle observation of a scientific mind, 
for it caused Paul's spirit to stir 

It is a bad sign when a pro- 
fessed Christian can live in the pres- 
ence of sin and false worship and 
not be deeply moved by It 

Paul did something about itl He 
went into the great daily gatherings 
of philosophers and gave them some 
solid Christian philosophy to work 
on. They were curious to know 
more, and when the opportunity 
arose, Paul preached the sermon on 
Mars Hill.

II. Sophisticated Immorality

To Corinth Paul came (evidently 
still alone) without friends or funds. 
Like all well-bred Jewish boys, he 
knew a trade. He was a satl mak- 
er and tent maker. Rather than 
have the ungodly men of Corinth 
hinder his preaching by the criti- 
cism that he was doing it for mon- 
ey, he supported himself. 

The minister who is eager for rich 
financial return, and who is willing 
to accept the gifts of the ungodly 
that his work may prosper, has 
closed the door for his testimony to 
many who do not believe. In fact, 
one wonders whether he has any 
real testimony to give. 

In this wicked city, given over to 
vice and fleshly pleasure, Paul 
made his way to the synagogue and 
began to preach Christ. He rea- 
soned and persuaded and won some 
for the Lord as he continued with 
th-rn for a year and a half (Acts 
18:11). 

Paul's letter to the Corinthians 
reveals the struggle of the believers 
at Corinth to maintain moral stand- 
ards and spiritual warmth in such a 
city, but it also clearly indi

It has been brought to your 
writer's attention that many of 
the veterans in the community are 
oblivious to the extent of medical 
services which may be rendered 
to veterans under V.A.'s home- 
town medical program. 

Under existing legislation, vet- 
erans may be furnished out- 
patient medical or dental treat- 
ment in V.A. clinics, in private 
offices of physicians or dentists or 
dentists or in their own homes 
only for disabilities recognized by 
Veterans' Administration as in- 
curred or aggravated in line of 
duty in active service.

Slate Potato Goal 
For '47 45,100 Acres 



The Kentucky share of 
2,669, 800-acre national potato 
goal established for 1947 is 45,- 
100 acres, G. S. Dudley, Acting 
State Director of the Production 
and Marketing Administration, 
announced today. 

This is 300 acres less than 45,. 
400 acie potato guide recom- 
mended for 1946. The national 
goal is 116,000 acres below the 
acreage planted in 1946. 

Dudley pointed out that if pro- 
duction equals the average of 
the past ten years the Kentucky 
goal should produce more than 
3W million bushels. The na- 
tional goal under average condi- 
tions should produce approxi- 
mately 375 million bushels of po- 
tatoes, enough for all normal 
needs, he said. 

"While the Kentucky acreage 
recommended for 1946 was 45,- 
400 acres," Dudley said, "we act- 
ually planted approximately 44,- 
000 acres and harvested an esti- 
mated 4,444,000-bushel crop of 
potatoes last year. Our yield per 
i| | acre was 101 bushels, 23 above 
• i ; the average yield during the 
1 1 years 1935-44. This increase was 
: caused by good growing condi- 
tions, coupled with increased use 
of fertilizers and new and more 
efficient insecticides." 

"The 1947 acreage goal should 
produce all the 1947 potatoes 
which Kentucky growers can 
market through usual channels, 
Dudley said. The goals for in- 
dividual farms will be establish 
ed by County Agricultural Con- 
servation Committees, which will 
notify the growers. Only farm- 
ers who plant within their al-
